Wildlife Refuge, located along the 
Missouri River and scenic Fort Peck 
Reservoir in Central Montana, 

	 is a 1.1 million-acre Refuge that 
contains native prairie, forested 
coulees, river bottoms, badlands, 

	 and the 250,000-acre Fort Peck 
Reservoir. Refuge wildlife include 
mule and white-tailed deer, elk, 
bighorn sheep, pronghorn, coyote, 
bobcat, beaver, sharp-tailed grouse, 
and many species of migratory 
birds.

	 Common songbirds in spring and 
summer are the western meadowlark, 
vesper sparrow, yellow warbler, and 
lark bunting. Popular shorebirds 
include the upland sandpiper, 

	 long-billed curlew, and mountain 
plover. Thousands of mourning doves 
nest on the Refuge. Bald eagles are 
quite common near the east end of 
the Refuge during winter and early 
spring.

	 An Auto Tour Route near the west 
end of the Refuge offers good access 
to bird watching areas. Most of 
the Refuge offers bird watching 
opportunities, but many of the 
roads and trails become impassable 
during inclement weather. Visitors 
should take special precautions when 
entering remote areas of the Refuge.
